| think it’s called evolution! In 1990, 3 former outstanding players 
and fierce competitors against each other in their heyday once again 
“lock horns” but this time as non-playing Coaches. Tony Longano 
(Colts), Peter Hill (Golden City) and Peter Kaladis (Spring Gully) will be 
putting all their energies into directing their charges to reach the top 
of the ladder. 


Certainly Colts will be very difficult to knock off the top of the lad- 
der. Not only are they the League champions but also Amateur Club 
Champions. Coach Longano has assured me they are once again the 
team to beat. However the loss of Lloyd Jones (retirement) and Paul 
Cybula to Golden City will be major blows. City for their part have 
recruited well, astute tactician Peter Hill will ensure that Colts will have 
to fight all of the way. Peter Kaladis seems to have a more difficult job 
with Spring Gully, unless a Diego Maradona appears out of the blue, 
the Gully boys seem destined to fill 3rd placing once again. 

Kyneton has certainly strengthened their ranks considerably by 
belatedly amalgamating with the United team which has been playing 
in the Ballarat League. Once again we look at teams like Eaglehawk 
and Strathdale — 2 clubs with very promising juniors but both these 
clubs lack consistency and until there is an infusion of new blood or 
perhaps an experienced player to coach them from outside the club, | 
really cannot see them improving. 

Epsom is one of the fastest growing areas of Bendigo - stretching 
out to Huntly. Once again, | believe it will take years for them to be 
championship material, Much of the same could be said for Y.M.C.A. 
-on occasions they have been known to cause a shock but they too 
lack consistency. 

The interesting Club is White Hills. Last year they were knocking at 
the door but lacked about 3 experienced class players to finish off 
their promising efforts. Woorinen will be hoping for an improved show- 
ing this year but if they have not recruited a Paulo Rossi from the 
Swan Hiil area, they could once again be on the wrong end of some 
hefty scores. 

Summing up. | hope to see more consistency amongst clubs with 
coaches using more tactics. | hope also that teams will play attacking 
entertaining football and that the Competition is much keener than it 
has ever been.

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A REVIEW OF 1989 


4989 saw the long overdue amalgamation of the Senior and 
Junior bodies being finalised in late August bringing all Bendigo 
Soccer under the one administration. 

The Divisional structure was changed to Divisions 1 and 2 with 
the 3rd Division being scrapped in favour of a Youth Division. 
This move proved a great success and although the number of 
teams entered in the youth division was disappointing the stan- 
dard was excellent and the competition highly competitive. 

On the playing side Bendigo made history, and proved it was 
the strongest Amateur League in Victoria, by achieving back to 
back victories in the Country Leagues Championships and the 
V.S.F. Amateur Club championship. 

The Bendigo representative team successfully defended its ti- 
tle when it defeated old rivals Latrobe Valley by 2 goals to 1 in 
the final at the Bendigo Sports Centre, having finished top of its 
division in the early rounds and defeating North Eastern in the 
semi-final. 

Whilst this was a magnificent team performance, particular 
thanks and congratulations must go to Coach Peter Hill for his 
untiring efforts which ensured the teams success and showed 
the value of a non-playing coach. 

The performance of Bendigo in winning its second successive 
title was recognised at the League’s Annual Presentation Night 
when the players and officials of the 1989 Bendigo Represen- 
tative Squad were presented with the ‘Presidents Award’ for an 
outstanding contribution to Bendigo Soccer. Each member of 
the squad received a commemorative plaque. This is the first 
time that a team has received this prestigious award. 

Colts United had an easy victory in the Amateur Club Cham- 
pionship against the M.A.S.L. champions East Richmond, capp- 
ing off a great year for the club and coach Tony Longano. 

On the domestic scene in one of the closest competitions on 
record, Colts United took out the Division 1 Championship. 

Colts and eventual runner-up Golden City had a year long bat- 
tle at the top of the ladder with the lead changing hands con- 
tinuously, the title being decided on the last day of the season 
when the teams clashed at Strathfieldsaye in front of one of the 
biggest crowds to watch a B.A.S.L. match. Colts held on to a 
2-2 draw to deny City and win the title by one point.

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JUNIOR HISTORY 


The Bendigo Junior Soccer League had an informal start early 
in 1971. Two Strathdale teams, Strath-City and Strath-United 
met for social games. They were managed by the then M.H.R. 
for Bendigo Noel Beaton. 


Mid-way through the year Barry Moore formed a team at White 
Hills Technical School and towards the end of 1971 David 
Wilkinson formed a team at Quarry Hill. The League had its in- 
augural formal meeting late in 1971. 


During the first ten years of Junior Soccer in Bendigo, a major 
contribution and strong influence upon the game was given by 
the ‘‘Father of Junior Soccer’, Barry Moore, very ably sup- 
ported by Les Rowe, as Secretary. Alan Harward and George 
Harper were also among those who made major contributions to 
Junior Soccer over this period, and more recently Denis Curnow 
and Terry Gormley as secretaries, Roy Davies, John Palmer and 
Ron Graham during their terms as President. 


The past several years have seen many ex-juniors rise into the 
top ranks of the Bendigo Soccer League and perhaps more im- 
portantly, many ex-juniors taking on the important task of 
coaching and refereeing juniors. 


From the four teams (50 players) in 1971, Junior Soccer in 
Bendigo peaked to 80 teams (1200 players) in 1984 and cur- 
rently 63 teams (850 players) in 1989. 


The B.J.S.L. Inc. and the B.A.S.L. Inc. voted early in 1989 to 
amalgamate. This effectively brings Soccer Administration under 
the one body.

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LAW ELEVEN 
OFF-SIDE 


. A player is in an off-side position if he/she is nearer to his/her opponents’ goal- 
line than the ball, unless: 
(a) he is in his own half of the field of play, or 
(b) there are at least two of his opponents nearer their own goal-line than he is. 


. A player shall only be declared off-side and penalized for being in an off-side 
position, if, at the moment the ball touches, or is played by, one of his team, he 
is, in the opinion of the Referee 

(a) interfering with play or with an opponent, or 
(b) seeking to gain an advantage by being in that position. 


. Aplayer shall not be declared off-side by the Referee _ 
(a) merely because of his being in an off-side position, or 
(b) if he receives the ball, direct, from a goal-kick, a corner-kick, a throw-in, or 
when it has been dropped by the Referee. 


. If a player is declared off-side, the Referee shall award an indirect free-kick, 
which shall be taken by a player of the opposing team from the place where the 
infringement occurred, unless the offence is committed by a playerin his op- 
ponents’ goal-area, in which case, the free-kick shall be taken from a point 
anywhere within that half of the goal-area in which the offence occurred. 


INTERNATIONAL BOARD DECISIONS 
. Off-side shall not be judged at the moment the player in question receives the 
ball, but at the moment when the ball is passed to him by one of his own side.

The referees have agreed to give thé following instructions to unqualified club 
linespersons with regard to Law X1 =“‘Offside”. 


Ak All Linespersons shall where ever possible keep in line with the se- 
cond last defender (including goal keeper). 

2), If an attacking player is in an offside position PUT YOUR FLAG UP 
every time, but remember the decision is the referee’s, who will 
either:- 


(a) stop play and award Indirect Free Kick to defenders 
OR (b) wave/call “play on’, 
at which the lineseperson will put flag down and get on with the game. 
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OFFSIDE 


1. It's easy if the Linesperson keeps in line with SECOND LAST defender at all 
times. 


2. OFFSIDE POSITION — FACT 


Cy is in an off-side position because: 


(a) at the moment the ball is kicked/played by his team mate, He is: 
(i) in the attacking half of field, and 

(ii) ahead of the ball, and 

(iii) not at least 2 defenders between him and their goal line. 


3. But, will he be penalized (free kicked) for being in the offside position? 
IE: Referee’s Opinion. 


A:- in this case “Yes”, because he is interfering with play (He can run onto the 
ball). 


B:- in this case “No”, because he is not interfering with play or seeking an ad- 
vantage (he’s way out of the game)!! 
(Note: also no offside at: Throw in, Goal Kick, Corner Kick, Drop Ball.
